Conventions  meets  here  this 
week  the  reports  to  be  made 
will  indicate  the  vast  size  and 
scope  of  operations  of  the  body. 

The  convention  reports  1715 
participating  chu^hes  at  pres¬ 
ent  witn  a  total  membership  of 
421,917. 

There  are  Baptist  churches 
affiliated  with  the  Convention 
in  every  county  in  the  state 
Calhoun  County,  with  the  larg 
est  number  reports  over  50. 

Total  gifts  to  all  causes  in 
1954  were  $13,367,132  with  total 
value  church  property  set  at 
$54,796,408. 

The  Convention  maintains  an 


extensive  program  of  missions, 
education  and  benevolences. 

Property  holdings  include 
four  colleges,  an  orphanage,  a 
hospital,  the  Baptist  Building 
in  Jackson,  and  a  state  assembly 
facility. 

Three  of  these  colleges  are 
senfor  schools,  Blue  Mountain 
College,  a  girls'  school  at  Blue 
Mountain;  Mississippi  College 
at  Clinton;  and  William  Carey 
College  at  Hattiesburg.

All  budgets,  as  adopted  by  the 
Convention  Board,  are  checked 
against  expenditures  to  be  cer¬ 
tain  that  they  are  adhered  to 
or  if  not,  why. 

A  thorough  check  is  made  on 
all  monies  received  and  where 
it  went.  This  is  to  be  certain 
that  every  item  is  spent  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  wishes  of  Mississippi 
Baptists  and  according  to  action 
taken  by  the  Convention  or 
Convention  Board. 

After  days  and  days  of  check¬ 
ing,  the  figures  are  combined 
and  a  comprehensive  report 
made.  The  report  also  contains 
any  suggestions  the  auditors 
i  have  concerning  improved  meth¬ 
ods  for  doing  the  job. 

And  finally  fifteen  copies  of 
the  report  are  made  for  the 
various  agencies  of  the  Conven¬ 
tion.  It  is  required  that  two 


bound  copies  be  kept  in  the 
bookkeeping  department  at  all 
times  so  that  any  Baptist  who 
wants  to  know  may  have  access 
to  the  information.  ^ 

And  accuracy  is  not  only  the 
word  with  the  bookkeeping  de¬ 
partment,  but  with  the  auditors. 
The  bookkeepers  never  close  a 
day's  work  until  the  books  are 
in  perfect  balance  and  the  audi¬ 
tors  never  complete  the  audit 
until  they  are  satisfied  that 
every  penny  has  been  account¬ 
ed  for  and  counted  for  the  ob¬ 
ject  for  which  it  was  sent.

They  ex¬ 
pect  to  have  their  audit  com¬ 
plete  before  the  meeting  of  the 
State  Convention. 

They  check  and  countercheck 
everything.  The  money  is  check¬ 
ed  four  ways.  (1.)  The  forms 
which  accompany  money  sent  in 
by  the  churches.  (2.)  The  re¬ 
ceipts  sent  to  the  churches  for 
money  received.  (3.)  The  cash 
receipts  journal  recording  the 
money  received,  and  (4.)  The 
deposit  of  funds  received  in  the 
Convention  Board  bank  account. 
The  year  and  balances  are  veri¬ 
fied  by  direct  correspondence 
between  the  auditor  and  the 
bank. 

Not  the  least  of  the  thorough 
auditing  job  Is  the  examination 
of  every  check  written  by  the 
treasurer  during  the  year. 

As  a  further  check  for  ac¬ 
curacy  auditors  Story  and 
Howie  analyze  the  various  ac¬ 
counts  and  check  the  minutes 
of  the  Convention  and  Conven¬ 
tion  Board  to  be  certain  that 
each  amount  paid  out  is  done

When  a  person  of  the  Mississippi 
Baptist  Convention  wishes  to  speak 
on  the  floor,  he  should  tell  his 
name  and  where  he  is  from.

“For  lack  of  vision  my  peo¬ 
ple  perish”  should  not  be  charged 
to  us.  Let  us  see  hundreds  of  thou¬ 
sands  in  Mississippi  who  are  lost 
and  millions  in  the  world  in  a 
similar  condition.  Let  us  visualize 
the  needs  everywhere  and  plan  to 
meet  those  ne;«ds  and  then  do  the 
things  necessary  to  make  those 
plans  a  reality. 

Cooperation  should  be  one  of  the 
outstanding  motives  of  every  mes¬ 
senger.  We  may  not  approve  of 
everything  the  Convention  does, 
but  perhaps  the  Convention  would 
not  approve  of  our  every  deed.

A  Strange  Request 

According  to  Religious  News 
Service,  students  at  Northwestern 
University,  Evanston.  Illinois,  have1’ 
asked  its  administrators  to  refrain 
from  requesting  religious  data 
from  prospective  students. 

The  Daily  Northwestern,  stud¬ 
ent  publication,  in  an  editorial  urg¬ 
ed  President  J.  Roscoe  Miller  and 
the  administration  to  “comply 
promptly  with  the  student  govern¬ 
ing  board's  request  that  religious 
information  be  removed  from  the 
university’s  application  for  admis¬ 
sion.

Certainly  they  are 
free  to  be  Christians  or  non-Christ¬ 
ians  but  it  sounds  rather  modernis¬ 
tic  to  us  to  express  a  wish  that  the 
religious  affiliation  of  a  student  be 
withheld  so  that  Northwestern's 
reputation  as  a  free  university  can 
be  enhanced. 

It  is  our  opinion  that  anything 
that  the  university  can  do  to  make 
it  easier  for  religious  groups  and 
leaders  to  reach  the  students 
should  be  done.

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A  TRIBUTE  TO  MRS.  BESSIE  EASTLAND  KENT

Clarke  Memorial  College 

All  who  were  closely  associated  with  Mrs 
Bessie  Kent  knew  of  her  beautiful  Christian 
life,  her  generous  spirit,  her  love  for  the 
Lord  and  His  work,-and  her  special  love  for 
Clarke  Memorial  College.  Serving  as  a 
speech  teacher  at  Clarke  some  years  ago 
she  became  devoted  to  the  unique  ministr> 
of  this  school,  especially  the  training  it  gives 
young  ministers  and  the  opportunity  offer 
ed  students  of  limited  means.  Her  husband, 
the  late  Honorable  Jeff  Kent,  was  one  of  the 
original  trustees  of  Clarke  College  when  it 
was  established  in  1908,  serving  many  years 
in  this  capacity,  and  later  she  also  served 
as  a  Trustee.  Both  of  them  gave  much  sup 
port  to  the  work  of  the  school.  It  was  through 
her  generous  gift  that  the  new  President's 
Home  was  erected  several  years  ago 

The  two  bequests  to  Liaise  Memorial  Col 
lege  in  Mrs.  Kent's  will,  one  a  specific  be 
quest  for  $10,000.00  and  the  other  leaving 
the  residue  which  may  amount  to  as  much 
as  $90,000.00,  probably  represent  the  largest 
individual  gift  ever  made  to  Clarke  and  one 
of  the  largest  to  any  of  our  Baptist  institu¬ 
tions. 

There  was  no  designation  as  to  the  use  of 
the  bequest,  and  this  decision  rests  with  the 
Board  of  Trustees.  Since  Clarke  has  only  a 
small  endowment,  it  is  probable  that  the 
securities  received  from  this  estate  will  be 
kept  as  additional  endowment.  These  funds 
w  ill  be  used  to  help  meet  some;  of  the  needs 
and  to  enlarge  the  usefulness  of  Mississippi 
Baptists'  only  Junior  College.  , 

Concerning  Abel  s  faith  by  which  he  of¬ 
fered  unto  God  a  more  excellent  sacrifice, 
we  are  told  that  “by  it  he  being  dead  yet 
speaketh."  Mrs.  Kent  recognized  all  life  as  a 
stew  ardshifl,  a  trust  from  God.  She  felt  re¬ 
sponsible  to  Him  for  the  use  of  her  material 
possessions  in  line  with  His  will,  and  also 
for  disposing  of  her  estate  in  such  manner 
that  even  beyond  the  end  of  earthly  life 
these  possessions  would  go  on  and  on  serv¬ 
ing  God.  She  will  continue  to  live  and  serve 
through  the  lives  of  young  people  who  will 
prepare  at  Clarke  for  more  effective  service 
in  the  Cause  of  Christ.  Through  the  years 
ahead  it  can  be  said  of  her  that: 

“She  being  dead  yet  speaketh."

Mrs.  Hiram  Eastland  of  Forest,  Mississip¬ 
pi.  died  when  her  daughter  Bessie  was  only 
eleven  years  old.  Mr.  Eastland,  sensing  the 
need  of  his  young  and  beautiful  daughter  for 
■'mothering”  as  well  as  tutoring  and  gui¬ 
dance,  made  special  arrangements  with  Blue 
Mountain  College  to  place  her  under  the 
direct  care  of  "Mother  Berry,"  who  played 
that  part  in  the  life  of  so  many  girls  who 
were  privileged  to  enter  Blue  Mountain  Col¬ 
lege  in  the  late  Nineteenth  Century.  At  that 
tune  Blue  Mountain  College  had  both  a 
grammar  school  and  a  high  school,  and  Bes¬ 
sie  Eastland  continued  her  residence  at  the 
College  for  a  number  of  years«- 

ller  specialization  was  in  dramatic  art  and 
what  at  that  tune  was  called  "elocution.” 
After  leaving  Blue  Mountain  she  studied  in 
Emerson  College  of  Oratory  in  Boston,  and 
shortly  after  returning  to  Mississippi  from 
Massachusetts  she  was  married  to  what  one 
of  her  friends  called  "an  adoring  young  at¬ 
torney  who  had  come  to  Forest  to  locate 
Judge  and  Mrs.  Jeff  Kent  lived  long  and 
happily  together.  Having  no  children  of 
their  own,  they  found  outlets  into  the  lives 
of  the  youth  among  their  family  connec¬ 
tions,  friends,  and  the  community.  Their 
nieces  and  nephews  held  a  large  place  in 
their  affection.”  Her  own  creativeness  and 
enthusiasm  in  this  field  was  so  optimistic 
and  contagious  that  sparks  of  ambition  were 
kindled  in  many  youthful  breasts,  and  many 
of  her  girls  sought  that  field  of  specilization 
in  later  years.

MARCUS  I.EE  SHANNON 

First  Church,  Pontotoc,  lost 
one  of  its  oldest  and  most  de¬ 
voted  members  in  the  passing 
of  Dr.  Marcus  L.  Shannon  at 
his  home  in  Pontotoc  Thurs¬ 
day,  November  3,  following  an 
extended  illness.  He  was  86  , 
years  old. 

Dr.  Shannon  was  born  in 
Tippah  County  July  9.  1870  and 
moved  to  Pontotoc  in  1895. 

Shortly  after  coming  to  Pon¬ 
totoc,  Dr.  Shannon  was  elected 
Church  Clerk  of  the  First  ' 
Church,  a  position  he  faithful-  , 
ly  served  until  a  few  months 
ago.  He  was  teacher  of  the 
Men's  Bible  Class  for  52  years 
and  prior  to  that  was  superin¬ 
tendent  of  the  Intermediate 
Sunday  School  Department  for 
about  16  years.  Dr.  Shannoh 
was  a  member  of  the  building 
committee  when  the  present 
church  was  erected  and  was  in¬ 
strumental  in  the  building  of 
the  Annex  by  serving  as  a 
member  of  the  finance  commit¬ 
tee.

from  remants  of  Pontotoc 
County  cotton  fields.  All  eleven 
bales  went  to  the  Baptist  Or¬ 
phanage  at  Jackson. 

Dr.  Shannon  was  a  watch 
maker  by  trade,  *rving  as  an 
apprentice  under  a  German 
instructor.  He  completed  spec¬ 
ial  courses  in  optometry  and  j 
was  a  charter  member  of  the

We  now  have  13,500 
chapters  with  128,000  Royal  Am¬ 
bassadors.  Most  of  these  boys 
followed  the  ranking  study  set 
up  in  the  early  days  of  the  or¬ 
ganization.  This  study  had  gone 
through  minor  revisions 
through  the  years.  With  the 
leadership  of  J  Ivyloy  Bishop, 
Southwide  Royal  Ambassador 
Secretary,  and  the  State  Royal 
Ambassador  secretaries  a  com¬ 
plete  revision  was  planned. 
Three  states,  Georgia,  Missouri 
and  California  incorporated  a 
new  ranking  system  in  order  to 
determine  what  changes  could 
be  made.  In  September  of  last 
year  the  state  secretaries  met 
to  study  and  draw  up  a  suggest- 
j  ed  Convention  -  wide  ranking 
program.  After  this  was  done,  it 
was  persented  to  the  Royal  Am¬ 
bassador  joint  committee  of  our 
Convention  and  adopted,  with  a 
few  changes,  to  become  effec¬ 
tive  October  1.  1955  This  was 
accepted  by  our  State  Royal 
Ambassador  Council  in  Sep¬ 
tember.  The  new  ranking  pro¬ 
gram  is  divided  into  three  divis¬ 
ions:  (1)  The  Boy  and  His  Chap¬ 
ter;  (2)  The  Boy  and  His  Denom¬ 
ination;  <3)  The  Boy  and  His 
Bible.  Not  only  does  the  boy 
learn  spiritual  ideas  through 
the  memory  work  of  his  rank 
but  he  has  an  opportunity  to 
put  all  of  these  ideas  to  work 
in  outside  activity,  whether  it 

be  ktudymR  sbout  hu  denomi¬ 
national  hospitals,  visiting  Mis- 
i  sion  fields  or  hiking  into  God  s 
wonderful  creation  of  nature.

The  Radio  and  Television 
Commission  met  In  annual  ses¬ 
sion  November  2,  at  Baptist  Ra¬ 
dio  Center,  Fort  Worth,  Texas. 
Mississippi  was  represented  by 
Cecil  Travis,  Jackson  and  Dr. 
William  P.  Davis,  Flora,  Missis¬ 
sippi. 

Four  speakers  for  the  15-min¬ 
ute  radio  devotional  program 
produced  by  the  Commission 
for  churches  and  radio  stations, 
“The  Chapel  Upstairs,”  were 
elected.  They  are  Dr.  J.  T.  Ford, 
Atlanta,  Georgia;  Dr.  Chester 
Swor,  Jackson;  Rev.  T.  T.  Crab¬ 
tree,  Memphis,  Tennessee,  and 
Rev.  C.  Vaughan  Rock,  Phoe¬ 
nix,  Arizona.  Dr.  Clyde  C.  Bry¬ 
an,  Hattiesburg,  Mississippi, 
was  elected  as  an  alternate 
speaker. 

The  Baptist  Hour,  now  pro¬ 
duced  in  Fort  Worth,  and  heard 
over  400  radio  stations  in  the 
United  States,  soon  will  be 
broadcast  ov«r  the  Voice  of 
Tangier,  which  is  heard  in 
some  parts  of  Europe,  North 
Africa  and  the  Middle  East. 

In  order  that  the  millions  of 
people  reached  by  the  two  out¬ 
lets  of  the  Voice  of  Tangier  may 
understand  the  message  of  the 
Gospel,  the  programs  will  be 
translated  Into  Spanish  and 
French.  Students  of  Southwest- 
,  ern  Baptist  Theological  Semi- 
|  nary  will  be  used  for  the  trans¬ 
lations. 

The  Commission  authorized  a 
new  program  of  Scripture  read¬ 
ing,  music  and  prayer,  to  be 
known  as  “God’s  Five  Min¬ 
utes.” 

Dr.  Roy  McClain,  Atlanta, 
Georgia,  was  named  to  be  the 
Baptist  Hour  speaker  the  first 
nine  months  of  1956.  He  is  the 
current  speaker. 

The  Commission  previewed 
several  television  films  pro¬ 
duced  for  the  Commission  by 
Family  Films  of  Hollywood. 

Senator  Kerr,  a  member  of 
the  Commission,  spoke  on  Re- 
dio  and  Television  as  two  great 
opportunities  God  has  given 
Southern  Baptist  to  preach  the 
Gospel  to  millions  of  people.  He 
said,  “The  Radio  and  Television 
Commission,  as  I  see  it,  is  a 
great  missionary  agency  of  the 
Convention.  Its  missionary  im¬ 
portance  equals  that  of  the 
Home  Mission  Board  and  the 
Foreign  Mission  Board."

about  the  hymns  to  be  included. 
All  the  hymns,  gospel  songs,  in¬ 
dexes,  and  contents  were  decid¬ 
ed  by  committee  action  and  ev¬ 
erything  in  the  new  hymnal  re¬ 
presents  the  thought  of  the 
committee. 

Dr.  W.  Hines  Sims,  ’secretary 
of  the  Board’s  Church  Music 
Department,  announced  this 
week  that  the  new  Baptist  Hym¬ 
nal  will  be  available  Mar.  1, 
1956.  It  is  the  first  hymnal  to 
be  published  by  the  Board  und¬ 
er  the  Convention  Press  im¬ 
print.  It  is  published  for  South¬ 
ern  Baptist  churches  and  will 
not  be  offered  for  sale  through 
any  stores  other  than  the  Bap¬ 
tist  Book  Stores.

(Editor's  Note:  This  a  written 
account  of  a  trip  to  points  of 
historical  Baptist  importance  in 
North  Carolina,  South  Carolina, 
and  Georgia  by  Robert  A. 
Baker.  Baker  is  professor  of 
church  history  at  Southwestern 
Seminary.  He  gave  an  oral  ac¬ 
count  of  the  pilgrimage  to  the 
Southern  Baptist  Historical 
Commission  recently.! 

Certainly,  the  compassion  and 
seal  of  the  Separate  Baptists 
and  the  convictions  and  courage 
of  the  General  and  Regular 
Baptists  wore  important  ele¬ 
ments  in  making  Southern  Bap¬ 
tists  what  they  are  today 

So  was  the  unusuSV  spirit  of 
fellowship  illustrated  in  Virgin¬ 
ia  Baptist  life  in  the  closing  dec¬ 
ades  of  the  18th  century. 

The  true  denominational  or¬ 
ganization  developed  by  W.  B. 
Johnson  and  his  colleagues  in 
1845  is  another  universally- 
recognized  historical  element. 

But  few  people  recognize  the 
pan  an  animal  —  the  buffalo 


site  of  the  oldest  Baptist  church 
in  Georgia,  the  Kiokee  church 
at  Appling.  Eastward  then  we 
travelled  to  historic  Augusta, 
where  in  1845,  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention  was  or¬ 
ganized.  * 

In  Edgefield,  S.  C.,  we  re¬ 
called  the  effective  labors  of  W. 
B.  Johnson,  who  was  the  last 
president  of  the  Baptist  Trien¬ 
nial  Convention  and  first  presi- 


visits  to  these  Baptist  shrines. 
There  are  more  Baptist  histori¬ 
cal  shrines  in  America  than 
anywhere  else  in  the  world. 
There  are  countless  other 
places  in  the  North  and  South 
which  Dr.  Barnes  and  I  had 
no  time  to  visit. 

If  enough  interest  can  be 
aroused,  it  ia  quite  possible 
teachers  of  Baptist  history  in 
our  seminaries  could  take  par¬ 
ties  on  summer  tour.  Some  sem¬ 
inaries  might  grant  credit  for 
students  on  the  tours. 

Arrangements  might  also  be 
made  for  all  who  are  interested, 
whether  for  seminary  credit  or 
not,  to  join  the  party  along  the 
route  for  a  day  or  more. 

What  would  this  type  of  pil¬ 
grimage  do?  It  would  provide 
inspiration  and  information

Church  Remains 
Calm  Through 
Earthquake 

PITTSBURG,  Calif.  — <  BP)—. 
An  earth  tremor  which  struck 
in  the  San  Francisco  Bay  area 
recently  failed  to  upset  the  ob¬ 
servance  of  the  Lord's  Supper 
at  Temple  Baptist  Church  hem 

Pastor  Joseph  Krake  said  thq 
deacons  were  preparing  to  pass 
trays  of  bread  when  the  build¬ 
ing  began  to  rock  "as  though  it 
were  perched  on  top  of  ocean 
waves.” 

The  earth  shook  for  two  min¬ 
utes.  After  that,  lights  went  out 
for  30  seconds.  The  congrega¬ 
tion  remained  seated.  When  tho 
lights  came  back  on,  the  mem¬ 
bers  partook  of  the  Lord  s  Sup¬ 
per. 

Pastor  Krake  said:  "I  was 
proud  of  my  people,  for  they 
did  not  disturb  the  ordinance 
of  the  Lord's  Supper.  A  local 
theater  which  was  crowded  at 
the  time  was  the  scene  of  a 
near  stampede  as  the  people 
ran  for  all  the  exits,  but  God's 
people  in  God's  house,  though 
afraid,  trusted  in  God.” 

During  the  earthquake,  the 
roof  moved  and  it  seemed  as  if 
the  walls  of  the  church  would 
collapse,  the  pastor  declared.

(Screven,  a  state  church  min¬ 
ister  who  turned  Baptist,  was 
pastor  of  the  first  Baptist 
church  in  the  South.  When  he 
and  most  of  his  congregation 
left  Maine  because  of  persecu¬ 
tion  in  Colonial  times,  they 
transplanted  their  church  at 
Georgetown.  The  church  moved 
later  to  Charleston.) 

We  stopped  brie  ly  at  Society 
Hill,  S.  C.,  to  remember  the 
work  of  the  old  Welsh  Neck 
Baptist  Church  before  going  to 
North  Carolina-  Our  time  ran 
out  before  we  could  go  to  Vir¬ 
ginia.  , 

I  came  away  from  this  pilgri¬ 
mage  earnestly  desiring  several 
things.  One  is  that  Baptists  take 
great  pains  to  preserve  the 
physical  evidence  of  God's 
leadership  through  days  gone 
oy.  Sometimes  these  shrines  we 
visited  showed  a  need  for  at- 
.ention.  In  some  cases,  there  is 
a  possibility  future  generations 
may  be  unable  to  lind  the  places 
of  historic  interest  to  Baptists. 

in  tne  second  place,  Baptists 
should  make  every  effort  to 
inform  people  about  these  his 
-loric  places.  They  should  pre¬ 
pare  brochures  describing  the 

places  and  saying  how  they  can 
be  reached.  In  the  case  of 
church  buildings,  an  effort 
should  be  made  to  date  them 
and  relate  their  connection  with 
Baptist  history.
